YORK: 

The Président of the. Board -of Com- 
merce of New Jersey writes to THE 
Times to explain that “New Jersey 
“peeks to do away with the discrim- 
x ination which ‘is «now in effect 

" against the’ Port of New York. be- 
“causé of the differentials which 
“are allowed Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
“and Newport News. * Nobody. had 
aeked that New Jersey should do 
New York this service, and it is not 
elear that anybody will ‘thank .the 
volunteer, No/doubt.'the abolition. of 
thé differentials would tring miore 
commerce to New York; but the cost 
would be greater than the profit to 
either New York or New Jersey.” 

The differentials were established 
to end the. ‘puinous wars of rates by 
which the ‘railways sought to’ divert 
commerce by cut-throat competition. 
The differential ‘@etem is incompat- 
ible either with regulation according 
to strict statute law or with uneco- 
nomic competition. It costs fess to 
haul freight over the New York water 
levels than ‘over the’ mountains... So 
long as the New York railways re- 
njained adlvent they could survive in 
unregulated. competition, but they 
would, be the last survivors. When 
the differentials were abolished there 
would be ‘no diversion of ‘commerce 
from New York, because there would 
bene, opposition to the New. York
